ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP A MAGAZINE. 

KEY WEST, April 6.—Reports from 
Havana indicate that an uneasy feel- 
ing prevails in official circles of that 
city owing to the occurrences there. 
Last night an attempt was made by 
rebel syinpathizers to blow up the. 
St. John pewder-magazine, part of the 
fortress Cabana, almost in the shadow 
of Castillo del Moro and within sight 
of the Governor’s palace, across the 
harbor. Shortly after 9 o'clock the 
outpost pickets about the powder- 
magazine heard or saw a party of 
about fifteen approaching cautiously. 
The pickets called to them to halt. 
This was answered by a volley of 
shots. The soldiers from the fortress 
pursued the party which fied. An- 
other effort was made early this 
morning. 

‘Over 500 troops have arrived in the 
last two days to resist the expected 
uprising in the province. The troops 
recently encountered on the mountain 
Pinar del Rio, hitherto belleved to be 

ulet, are a band of men called ban- 

ite by the government. In all prob- 
ability they were members of the rer- 
olutionary party, but details of these 
skirmishes have not been received. 
In one night this week thirteen per- 
sons were arrested and confined at 
Moro Castle, though no cause is yet 
assigned for their arrest. Inform:- 
tion received from insurgent sources 
is to the effect that Maceo landed in 
Baracoa March 27. Floro Crombie, 
the comrade of Maceo on that day, 
wrote to a relative in Havana ot his 
arrival.

THE CHINESE vor: 
Native Sons with Pig Who Will 
- Dabble in Politics. Sj 

Associated Press Leased-wire Services. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 6.—A political 
elub is being formed in this city by several 
Chinese who have the right to vote and the 
bosses behind it expect to make it several 
hundred strong by the next election. Ning 
Gun and Loeng Chung, two native-born 
Chinese, have established headquarters on 
Clay street, where they have installed a 
political club under the guise of Native 
Sons. On the door is a sign reading: 
“Chinese... Native Sons’ Association, Con- 
~fucius Parlor.” This club numbers at 
present about fifty members and there are 
said to be 2000 American-born Chinese here 
that are entitled to vote and who will 
join the-club.. 

About fifty Chinese voted at the last 
election, and the Australian ballot has no 
terrors for them. Practical politicians are 
scheming as to the possibility of buying 
Chinese votes in blocks ot 2000 and utiliz- 
ing them in a manner that will overthrow 
any majority that white’ American citizens 
may eve: a candidate. 4

RUINED BY STRIKES. 


Maxim Tells of Industries 
Driven from England. 


Trades Unions to Blame—Cause of 
England’s Decline as a Man- 
ufacturing Nation. 


Lines of Business that Have Been 
Taken Away by Other Nations. 
Strikes Fomented by La- 
bor Agitators. 


LONDON, March 18.—Correspondence 
New York Sun.) No man has a wider ex- 
the modern resources of | 


the nations in mechanical skill; no man 
has investigated more carefully and more 
practically the conditions under which 
manufacturing is carried on in the va- 
rious countries; no man knows better the 
relative capacity of: the English, the 
American, the Fren®h,.the German skilled 
workman than Hfifam 8, Maxim, the 
American inventor and experimenter, 
whom most Englishmen rank as the great- 
est mechanical expert ot the day. The 
conclusions which: Mr. Maxim has drawn 
from his wide experience in contact with 
the best mechanical skill of all nations 
are not only mighty interesting, but they 
will impress most students of industrial 
problems as being of vastly greater im- 
portance than a great mass of the reports. 
and essays from so-called experts on these 
subjects. Mr. Maxim has something prac- 
tical to say, and he says it without re- 
‘serve in the following interview, bith 
he has dictated to an American newspaper 
man of his acquaintance: E! 
“There can be no question that England 
is not only the richest nation in the- 
world today, but also the richest that the 
world has ever seen. Never before in the 
history of the world has there been 80 
much accumulated capital and wealth as 
we find in the city of London today. 


This wealth the accumulation of 
many hundreds of years, and rep- 
resents the profiits on manufac- 


turing and commerce which have been 
carried on in these islands. No matter in 
what country we travel we find that 
ploying capital profitably, there is an En- 
rlishman looking out for an opportunity 
of placing it. If we go to Spain we find 
Enelish capital invested in tramways, gas 
works, and waterworks, and, to some 
extent, in the mines of the country. The 
same is true in Turkey, Italy, and Aus- 
tria. We also find that Raoglish capital 
is largely invested in Russia; while in the 
x United States the quantity of British capi- 
tal Invested is enormous. Many large 
manufacturing concerns in the States at 
the present time have recently been 
bought out by English capitalists, and are 
now being run as limited Tiability com- 
les. 
“All these foreign investments of Brit-. 
capital, of course, give employment to 
a great number of men, and the reason 
why these investments are sought abroad 
is that the English capitalist finds that his 
money brings him better returns in giving 
employment to foreign workmen than to 
fis countrymen. Moreover, capitalists do 
not Uke to. be bullied by low politicians and 
vulgar labor agitators. Forty years ago 
England was by far the greatest manufac- 
turing nation in the world. In America, if 
any one wanted a good saw, a good plane, 
‘a reliable file, or a chisel that could be 
depended ‘upon, the insisted that dt should 
be made in England; nothing except of 
English make would bring a fair price. 
At the present moment the Americans not 
only make their own tools, but are export- | 
ing largely to England. At the time when 
if was necessary to pay 40 per cent. duty 
on English steel to get it into the United 
States, the Americans purchased it, took 
it to the States, paid the 40 per cent. duty, 
manufactured it into twist drills and other 
small articles, paid about one and one-half 
the daily wage demanded in England, 
and sold at a price considerably below 
what the same work could be produced for 
in England a much better article than had 
ever been made here. Take the Morse 
twist drills for instance. I have no doubt 
that these are largely manufactured from 
English steel on which a duty has been 
paid. Still, they are very largely sad in 
England today. In fact, if anybody wants | 
a rehable one they always demand the 
American drill made by the Morse Twist 
Drill Company. 
“A few years ago while in St. Peters- 
burg I visited a large dealer in hardware. 
I asked him where his tools came from. 
He said: 
from England. At the present time 
‘very cheap and poor tools are made in 
~_ Russia, the common. tools that we sell to 
everybody are made in Germany; we get 
a few articles from France. From England 
we only buy a few Stubb’s files, rimers and 
engraving tools, while our very  high- 
priced instruments of precision, such, for 
example, as micrometer calipers, squares, 
. etc., come from the United

continent of Europe, but he is also sending 
tools to England and selling them at 
priges considerably below those of English 
tools, and, moreover, as they are close 
copies of American designs, they are found 
to be much handier and better adapted to 
the work than tools of English design. 
In regard to the supposed superiority of 
Engliah-made tools, I would say that when 


nome lathes, I examined a large number 
made dy different English manufacturers, 
and I was surprised to find how old-fash- 
loned they were. Upon asking why they 
did not make better lathes, they consid- 
ered it a good and sufficient answer to say: 

Oh, everybody knows that everything 
of English make la very much better than 
anything made abroad.’ 

“Hardly a manufacturer knew of the ex- 
istence of the new American tools. So 
when I had to equip some very large fac- 
tories, I found it much to the advantage 
of my company to purchase the greater 
part of the tools from American makers. 

It is only a few years ago that there 
was a great deal of shipbuilding on the 
Thames, and nearly every first-class-ship; 
Whether for the Germans or tne French, 
came from ugland. At the present time 
the French and Germans are building their 
own boats. I speak of this only to show 
that England is losing her relative posi- 
IT do not 
say that there is not a large amount of 
-mManufaeturing done in England at the 
present time, but what I do say is that 
England has not been able to maintain 
her relative position as a great manufac- 
turing nation. 

“As to the question why so many in- 
dustries have left England for other coun- 
tries I would say: Take, for instance, the 
manufacturers of inery, an industry 
in which England was at one time ahead 
of all other nations. Machinery is very 
largely made of tron, and the designer al- 
ways aims have as much of the work 
as possible done on a lathe. The lathe. 


emp in the manufacture 
ty. the original -fron-turning lathea®* 
it was necessary for the person to hold 
the tool in his hand, and, of course, one 
man could. work only one lathe. The turn- 
ing lathe was soon improved so that to- 
day it is quite automatic. Suppose now 
that a piece of metal has to be turned. It 
is mounted in a lathe; the tool is set 
and the lathe is started. The tool is auto 
matically fed up and cuts off a uniform 


chip. As the la of necessitv bas to 


turn very slowly, requires a long time 
for the lathe to make one cut.

Nordenfelt factories is done on milling 
machines. Before we had a strike many 
of the union men not only objected to 
work more than ong milling machine, but 
wanted the company to agree not to al- 
low any non-union man to work more 
than one. Some of the leaders in our 
strike insisted that none but what they 
called skilled mechanics should work a 
milling machine. Since the strike we 
are employing unskilled labor on these 
machines, and one man runs as many as 
four. This is, of course, a decided advan- 
tage on the state of affairs before the 
strike, but does not compare very favor- 
ably with what they are doing in France. 
A few. days age I was at Bariquand & 
Marre’s factory in Paris, where I found 
a very good-looking young woman run- 
ning no fewer than fifteen milling ma- 
chines. I remember some years ago I had 
a leading trades union man in France with 
me. I took him to Bariquand’s place and 
showed him a woman working six wa- 
chines. I called his attention to the fact 
that each machine was running about twice 
as fast andtaking about twice as much 
cut as we were able to do in England— 
that is, that each machine was doing four 
times as much as the trades union men 
allowed a machine to do in England, and 
that the woman instead of working one ma- 
chine was working six; that instead of re- 
ceiving 8% pence or 1 shilling an hour, as 
we were paying in England, the woman 
only received 6 pence an hour, and 
asked him how he thought we could com- 
pete with French manufacturers unless 
an English trades union man could be 
induced to do at least half as much as a 
Frenchwoman. On our return to Eng- 
land he attended a meeting of trades 
unionists, who, at that time were seeking 
some question on which they might strike. 
He made a speech, in which he pointed 
out that one of our smaller factories which 
was then employing about 30) men would 
only be able to employ sixty, provided 

each man did as much work as the 


im Paris He 
said it would be complete suicide for the 
workmen to think of such a thing as work- 
ing more than one tool. — 

“England is not a self-contained coun- 
try. It would be quite impossible to pro- 
duce in Bngland one-half of the food re- 
quired £2? the people. It is therefore nec- 
essary to make something n England which 
can be sold abroad to enable us to purchase 
the food which we cannot raise here. In 
order to have a sure market for our manu- 
factures abroad, it is necessary that we 
should either make them cheaper or bei- 
ter than other nations are able to do, and 
I would like to ask how it will be possible 
for us to do so in the matter of mathinery 
if a German or a Frenchman will work 
from four to six tools eleven hours a day 
and an Englishman will only work one 
tool about eight or nine hours a day.

a quarter to do the work. One day a skill- 
ful German mechanic who did not speak 
English applied for a situation and was 
put onto this job.

A good many other parts of the gun were 
rated in about the same proportion. While 
firing a Maxim gun in the States one of 
these gibs was broken, and went into a 
local machine shop to have one made. 
From the time the bar of steel was cut 


off until the gib was finished and in the 


gun was exactly two and a half hours, 
This was making it from a bar of steel. 
“In regard to the question of boards 
of conciliation and boards of arbitration, 
d so forth, I would say that nothing 
of this kind is of the least value to the 
manufacturer. I think this can be seen 
by any one who will give it a moment’s 
thought. Workingmen and even the 
trades unions are not responsible, while 
the manufacturer is. If a manufacturer 
agrees to anything in writing he has to 
live up to it. It is binding and means 
something to him, but no Agreement 
amounts to anything with an irrespon- 
sible party le a workingman or a trades 
union. and, moreover, the trades unions 
have not the least regard for the truth. 
I suppose that, as trades unions go, the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers might 
be considered the aristocracy among them.

works was on the point of collapsing 
and we had hired a lot of French, Ger- 
man and Italian workmen, a circular was 
issued by the Amalgamated Society of 
Engineers and signed by a considerable 
number of the members and secretaries, 
which set forth that the strike at the 
Maxim-Nordenfeldt works was caused by 
my tyranny in greatly increasing the

This trades union did not 
scruple to sign a circular which was an 
e falsehood. They perceived that 
the *foreigner could not understand the 
nice technical point that they were strik- 
ing on, so they had to invent a reason. 
In dune case there was no real grievance. 
The men were paid the highest salaries 
in E „ the hours of labor were the 
same all other places. We had em- 
vloved number of men, and.a few 
vrofeadignal agitators came among them 
with a view of getting them to strike in 
‘order to give notoriety to the professional 
agitators. Many things were brought up 
as an excuse for striking. When one thing 
failed another cause was invented, and 
finally the reason why they struck was 
that. we would not promise never to al- 
ti piece work to be done in our fac- 


“In regard to the industries that have 
left England, I would say that it would 
reduire a considerable time to give any- 
thing like a full account of them. I can 
only refer to a few from memory. For 
instance, 
be man — 
England. Factories were established in 
France, where, I think, there never has 
been a strike in the lace trade (there 
was a great number of strikes among the 
lace hands in England.) and at present 
the French are making more lace than 
the English. 

“At one time England made crape prac- 
tically for the world, but the number of 
strikes was so great that he Germans are 
now making crape not «niy for the rest 
of the world but for Engiani as weil. 

“At Crayford, where we have a factory, 
a@ certain concern used to have a specialty 
in a kind of printed linen goods which they 
Closely resembled woven wovlens. This 
was very largely sold to Mexico, Cuba and 
South America. They practically had a 
monopoly of this business. The men were 
constantly striking. No sooner would a 
large order be obtained than all would 
strike for higher pay. The chairman of 
this company told me that he had taken 
a large contract at a very small margin 
of profit, but that no sooner had the men 
learned that he had received the order 
than they all struck for higher pay, au 
he found that if he acceded to their de- 
mands he would, lose money on the con- 
tract. He therefore went to France and

Faulty Sewer Work. 
FACTS WHICH AN EXAMINATION HAS 
DEVELOPED. 
‘The City Engineer has during the past 
few days been making a personal inves- 
tigation of the sewer work in the district 
t of Pearl street, between Ninth and 
ashington streets, and as a result of such 
westlation has decided not to sign a Ccer- 
ate for it as provided for by the act 
er which the work is done. 
‘The examinations it will ‘be understood, 
ve been made at the manholes, of which 
fe are about eighty in the district. It 
of course, impossible to examine the 
k between the manholes (except within 
aifew feet of each manhole) without dig- 
ug up the pipe which has been laid and 
vered. The condition of the sewer be- 
tween the manholes is therefore to a large 
tent a matter of conjecture. 
"The specifications for the work require 
that the bottom under each manhole shall 
consist of a bed of concrete six inches 
in depth, This concrete is o be covered 
with a thin layer of cement. mixed. 
‘Heat’ that is, without any sand being

In the matter the petition from the 
Kerckhoff-Cusner Mill and Lumber Com- 
pany, we recommend that the City Engi- 
neer be instructed to present an ordi- 
nance of intention to establish the grade 
of Towne avenue, from Eighth street to 
Twelfth street.

“Upon examination we find that Grand 
avenue, between Washington and Jeffer- 
son streets, between the rails and track 
of the railway company, and for two feet 
on each side thereof, is in a wretched con- 
dition, in many places the rails standing 
above the level of the street; we there- 
fore recommend that the Street Superin- 
tendent notify said railway company to 
put the street in proper condition at once.“

Christina Rossetti. 


(Eclectic:) By the death of Christina 
Rossetti, literature, and not English Mtera- 
ture alone, loses the one great. modern 
poetess.

JERUSALEM. 


A City of Surprises—Some of Its 
Notable Characteristics. 

(Harpers for March) The 
altitude of Jerusalem is always a surprise 
to the visitor who comes here for the first 
time. He knows, of course, that it is a 
mountain city, and thet it was built upon 
Mt. Zion and Mt. Moriah; but he does not 
fealize, until he makes the gradual as- 


cent, thet it is about 2600 feet above the 


bevel of the Mediterranean, and nearly 
4000 feet above the surface of the Dead 
Sea. As high on the one side as the 
Cateki Mountain House; as high on the 
other as the crater of Mi. Vesuvius. 

® Jerusalem is a city of surprises. It is, 
apart from its sacred associations, an in- 
tensely interest ng spot even to travelers 
who are already saturated w.th the hitherto 
unfamiliar and surprising charms of 
Cairo, Athens and Constantinople. Its 
ize can best be expressed by the statement 
that the journey round about the outside 
of its walls may be made by an ordinarily 
rapid walker in the space of an hour. Its 
houses are small, irregular in shape, 
squalid and mean. Its streets, if streets 
they can be called, are not named or num- 


bored; they are steep, crooked, narrow, | 


roughly paved, never cleaned, and in many 
instances they are vaulted over by the 
dundings on each side of them. Never a 
par of wheels traverse them, and rarely 
is a horse or a donkey seen within he 
walls. The halt, the maimed, and the 
and the wretchedly 
poor, form the great bulk of the popula- 
tion of Jerusalem, and, with the singe 
exception of the Hebrews, they are per- 
sistent and clamorous beggars. Trade and 
commerce seem to be confined to the bare 
necessities of life, and to dealers in beads 
and crucifixes. There is but one hotel, 
and that not a good hotel, within its wails; 
and one Turkish merchant, who displays 
in hie little windowless, doorless shop a 
small assortment of silver charms, trin- 
kets and bric-a-brac to the gaze of the 
passer-by, is almost the only vender of 
anything like luxuries in the place. H's 
customers, of course, are the pliigrims who 
come to see, and not to worship. 
Jerufalem is unique as a city in which 
everything is serious and solemn and se- 
vere. It has no clubs, no bar-rooms, no 


beer gardens, no cencert halls, no thea- 


ters, no lecture-rooms, no places of 
amusement of any ki no street bands, 
no wandering minstrels, no wealthy or 
upper classes, no mayor, ho aldermen, no 
newspapers, no printing presses, no book 
stores—except one outside the walls, for 
the sale of Bibles—mo cheerfulness, no 
life. No one sings, no one dances, no 
one laughs in Jerusalem; even the chil- 
do not play.

They 
occupy a section which covers the greater 
part ot the eastward slope of Zion, and 
the Jewish Quarter is the most wrectched 
in the whole wretched town.

In a small, paved, oblong, 
unroofed, inclosure, some seventy-five by 
twenty feet in extent, and in a most in- 
accessible portion of the town, is the 
mass of ancient masonry which is gen- 
erally accepted as having been a portion 
of the outside of the actual wall of the 
temple itself. Against these rough stones, 
every day of the week, are seen Hebrews 
of all countries, and of all ages, of both 
sexes, rich and poor alike, weeping and 
bewailing the desolation which has come 
upon them, and upon the city of their 
former gl Whatever may be their 
faith, it is beautiful and sincere; and 
their grief is actual and withoat dissimu- 
lation. They kiss the walis and beat 


their breasts, and tear their hair, and 


rend their garments; and the real tears 
they shed come from their hearts and 
their souls, as well as from their eyes. 
They ask for no backsheesh; they pay no 
attention to the curious and inquisitive 
hereties and Gentiles who pity while they 
wonder at them. They read the Lamen-

“The grandfather of President Lincoln 
settled in Jefferson county, Kentucky, in 
1780 on a tract of 400 acres of land, where 
the old Long Rup Baptist meeting-house 
now stands. The land warrant which was 
issued to him for this land bears date of 
March 4, 1780, and his name appears in it 
as ‘Abraham Linkhorn.’ He was killed 
on this land by the Indians in 1786. Mor- 
gan Hughes also owned a tract of 500 
acres of land, adjoining the Lincoln tract, 
and, like Lincoln, was one of the earhest 
settlers of Jeffersom county. On this land 
of Hughes’s, an old station, known as 
Hughes's Station, was built at an early 
date, and Lincoln was residing in this sta- 
tion whem he was killed by the Indians.

Experts were imme- 
diately engaged to examine the rich me- 
tallic flelds of the Appalachian Mountains, 
the most favorable portions of the Rocky 
Mountains, and the diamond districts of 
California. The preliminary reports of 
these agents give a most comprehensive 
review of a neglected industry in this 
country, and justify the formation of 
humerous branch companies to mine for 
all the previous stones that have over been 
fouhd in the United States including dia- 
monds, sapphires, rubies, garnets, beryls, 
and over a hundred other gsms of differ-. 
ent values. 

So many wildcat stories have been re- 
ported and published about finding pre- 
cious stones in different parts of the coun- 
try that it has been a difficult matier to 
sift the genuine accounts from the ficti- 
tious. It was for the purpose of 3 
out the real status of the industry 
its possibilities that trustworthy agents 
were sent exploring every part cf the 
country and their reports cao be reiied 
upon as not containing any exaggeration 
of the truth.

“Americans, as à rule, are very fond of 
precious stones, and I should say that 
there are more in this country according 
to the population than anywhere in the 
world. The importation of diamonds, 
rubies, sapphires and other gems has con- 
sequently been a very lucrative business 
for many years. The value of the stones 
in the country today, mostly imported, 
I should roughly estimate to be not less 
than $500,000,000. We have so long de- 
pended upon other countries to supply 
us with precious minerals that little at- 
tention has been given to the home mines. 
Then miners here have been so wrapped up 
in their explorations for gold, aver, 
iron, coal, oil and such products that 
they have not had time to think of other 
things. But the promise of a future 
shortening of the supply of all the lead- 
ing gems has made dealers look around 
for other sources. . 

“Another thing that attracted our at- 
tention was the wonderful supply of rare 
minerals found in the Appalachian sys- 
tem of mountains. Not only gold, but 
genuine sapphires and scores of other 
stones have been found in those moun- 
tains. At the Corundum Hill over one 
hundred beautiful. sapphires have been 
discovered accidentally while mining for 
other products. These stones have been 
sold from $50 to $100 and upward. In 
the same State, in Alexandria county.“ 


| beautiful specimens of the emerald have 
been found, both the aqua-marine ane 


yellow beryl. There are mow several 
emerald and hiddenite mines worked in 
that place, but only on a small scale and 
chiefly to supply institutions with rough 
specimens. Nevertheless, from $10,000 
to 820.000 worth of these stones have been 
sold from these mines in the last few 
years. Splendid garnets and a few dia- 
monds have béen excavated in these North 
Carolina mineral fields, and, after an 
exhaustive examination of the ground, the 
conclusion: has been reached that de- 
fore long startling disclosures of pre- 
clous stones will be made in the Appala- 
chian Mountains. We may yet have a 
South Afriesn diamond field at our door. 

In the West and Southwest the mineral 
fields are even more extensive. California 
diamond mines are the largest and so far 
the richest in the country. Some fine 
specimenes have been brought to us to 
cut, and others ars ‘constantly being 
brought in by prospectors and mine-owners 
to test. Many stories have been circu- 
lated about diamond fields and mines in 
California, and adventurers have gone 
there expecting to pick them up as they 
did gold forty years ago. Their disap- 
pointment spread counter reports, and 
most people. concluded that diamonds in 
California were fictitious. The fact is that 
mining for diamonds must be conducted 
on scientific principles and with plenty of 
capital. We do not expect to find dia- 
monds lying around loose waiting to be 
picked up. Rven in the richest 
fields in South Africa they have to work 
hard for the precious stones. More re- 
cently diamonds have been found in Wis- 
consin. Around Lake Superior, also the 
finest specimens of chlorastrolite, thomso- 
nite and agates have been picked up on 
the beaches. Evidently the action the 
water has worn them from the rocks.” 

What do the imports of precious stones 
amount to a year?“ Was asked. 

In a good year they vary between $80,-

000.000 and 8100, 000.000 
What do the American mines produce 
in the way of precious stones? 

Not $500,000 worth, and largely because 
they are not mined systematically or on a 
large scale.“

TOPOLOBAMPO. 


A Further History of the Luckless 
Colony. 
[By One of the Colonists.) 

In going to Mexico to help build up 
model co-operative colony, I went with 
t very high estimation of the character 
wf the people who were going to ay the 
‘oundation and establish a standard of 


-morelity and industrial equity, and while 


here were a great many intelligent and 
upright people, I was sorry to discover 
that there were also a great amount of 
ignorance, selfishness, dishonesty, false- 
hood, slang and profanity. a 

The digging of the irrigating canal was 
2 work of considerable magnitude. We 
had to cut a swath through a forest seven 
miles, three miles of it dense forest. At 
the river the canal was twenty-two feet 
deep, sixty feet wide at the top, eight 
feet at the bottom, and gradually diminish- 
ing in depth to four feet, at the end of 
seven miles. To which must be added ten 
miles of lateral ditches, three bridges 
built, twenty-six miles barbed-wire 
fence, including both sides of the canal, 
and inclosing 8000 acres of land; to keep 
out. Mexican cattle. There was employed 
im its construction 120 horses, sixteen yoke 
150 colonists and about fifty 


$3 a day in improvement-fund scrip; Mexi- 
cans were paid 37% cents cash (Mexican.) 
The work was begun January 1, 1891, 
and took a year and a half to complete 
and cost $200,000. Colonists drew a certain 
amount of rations weekly. 
with laundry, water service, etc., was de- 
ducted from their earnings, and the bal- 
ance paid in improvement-fund scrip, at 
the end of each month. With the excep- 
tion of acertain number of hangers-on 
and camp-followers, who had no very defi- 
nite idea of what they came to the col- 
ony for. The people worked industriously 
every day, but when night on, and 
most of the men gathered together around 
several big campfires, then pandemonium 
seemed to reign until away after midnight. 
The arguments and discuesions that were 
carried on at these nocturnal gatherings 
were so ridiculous, so ididuic and so bitter 
as to cauee many good people to become 
discouraged and disgusted with the whole 
movement and caused them to leave and re- 
turn to the States, until the departures 
were more than equal to the arrivals.

When the 
work for which the improvement fund 
was created had been fidished, it was de- 
termined by the trustee of the fund to dis- 
pose of all the chattels that had been used 


of the outstanding scrip. Quite a number 
of the men were allowed to buy back the 
horses, wagons, etc., that they had sold 
to the fund for scrip at the beginving. 
The chattels were val by a board of 
appraisers at $30,000. n the scrip- 
holders contributed so much of their scrip 
as each might see fit, to make up enough 
to buy all the rest of the chattels and turn 
them over to the Creit Foncier Company: 
and the directors of the Credit Foncier 
Company pledged themselves to issue 
‘home scrip’’ to each person ip amounts 
to correspond with that so- contributed. 
this home scrip to be receivable for land, 
water uses, labor, food or clothing, but 
the great Owen wert back on the actions 
of ‘his directors and the scrip was never 
issued, but they held on to the chattels 
all the same and thus stole at least $20,000 
of the people's earnings. 

For convenience I will now call the two 
opposite factions by their pet names which 
they give each other: The worshippers 
of Owen were called the “saints; they 
wanted to work on a public farm and feed 
at the public crib. Those who wanted to 
have individual holdings, to produce what 
they pleased, and to conduct their own 
affairs, were called kickers.“ Now, the 
ditch being finished we are ready to move 
onto the land and go to work. Owens, di- 
rectors and all the “‘saints’’ take posses- 
sion of the 300 acres cleared at the end of 
the ditch, to convert it into a public farm. 
The “‘kickers,’’ consisting of the most en- 
ergetic and self-reliant portion of 
colonists, surveyed and plated a tract of 
land three miles square further along, and 
divided it into suitable subdivisions up 
to forty acres, and every one was alloted 
a portion to suit their fancy. They went 
to work and put up te houses, a 
blacksmith, car- 
penter and shoemaker shops, hired Ind 


endless varieties of 
varieties of small trees.

cotton pants rolled up the 
hips, and veratches (sandles) on 
their feet, with the indispensible 


‘“mechete” they could accomplish a won- 
derful amount of work in a day, and not 
suffer any inconvenience from the 
thorny vegetation, while a colonist, at the 
with his clothes on, would 


could kick out in front as well as behind, 
and with axes, mattocks, billhooks, shov- 
els and their hides full of cactus spines 
they chopped, slashed, grubbed and 
burned brush in the hot sun with ad- 
mirable energy and determination. When 
the land was cleared it was clean and 
very loose, fully equal to the proverbial 
“ash-heap,”” and very productive. It was 
only necessary to run furrows to con- 
duct the water, and was then ready to 
plant. When left uncultivated it pro- 
duced an abundance of grama grass that 
made good hay and pasture. 

These kickers“ soon had some 500 acres 
cleared and their places began to take on 
a homelike appearance. 

The ‘‘saints,”’ seeing that the kickers“ 
were likely to prosper, began to obstruct 
them in every conceivable manner. They 


and provisions that had been 

from Kansas, and locked up another ship- 

ment in their warehouse at the bay until 

we had to appeal to the courts to have 

them released.

When the river got higher and 
the water began to run over their 
“checks,”’ they destroyed an expensive gate 
at the end of the big ditch and let the 
water run off in a wasteway into the 
woods till it flooded the country for miles, 
rather than let it run past to the “kick- 
ers.” Finally the court appointed an 
administrator to make an equal distribu- 
tion of water. There were some 150, dig 
and little, of the saints“ on the public 
farm. They made mighty poor progress. 
Their horses got poor and diseased and 
many of them died. While every one of 
the “‘kickers’ ’’ horses were fat and sleek. 
They were getting in debt and every once 
in a while a Mexican merchant would 
come and levy on some of their chattels 
and take them away, and after all their 
meanness, they had to come to the “kick- 
ers to buy hay and fodder to keep their 
stock alive. 

About this time a Mr. Flurcheim was in- 
terested in colonizing a number of people 
from Germany. He came to New York, 
and had a consultation with Owen and 
John W. Lovell with a view to having cer- 
tain changes made in Owen’s system and 
bringing his people to the Topolobampo 
colony. They came to an understanding, 
and he and Owen proceeded to Enterprise, 
Kan., to consult with Mr. Hoffman. The 
result was a compromise, and all proce2d ad 
to Mexico to organize the colony, on a new 
basis. Arriving at Nogales, Owen got a 
telegram from Lovell, not to organize upon 
the basis agreed upon. Owen seemed to be 
hard up, and tried w borrow money from 
Flurcheim and Hoffman, but didn't. Me 
met a colonist, on his way to the coleny, 
named Douglas, from whom he got $200, to 
be paid back when they reached the colony. 
It has not been paid yet. Then Owen sold 
five tons of potatoes to a merchant at 
Guaymas. and when he got to the public 
farm he ordered them dug and shipped. 
and they went to work ani did so, although 
they needed them themselves. He now 
acte? more like a madman than anything 
else. He applied to the Governor of Sina- 
loa for troops to drive the “kickers” cut 
of Mexico. A judge of the First Dis‘rict 
and the Prefect of the district came down 
from Fuerte to see what was the matter. 
But they just laughed at him. The Prefect 
charged him $500 for his expenses in com- 


| ing there. Owen had no $500, but he let 
that 


him have a trotting staition belonz=d 
to the colony, worth $1900 in place of the 


money. 

While the Judge and Prefect were there 
they held a court of inquiry at the “‘kick- 
ers’ ’ schoolhouse, Owen representing his 
side, Hoffman the other, both sides having 
interpreters. And Owen was shown up to 
the Mexican officials as a lying schemer 
and a scoundrel, and all further efforts to 
organize with him were abandon sd. And 
the “kickers,” with the assistance of Mr. 
Hoffman and Mr. Flurchiem, set about to 
form a new organization to be known as 
the Libertad Co-operative Assyc'ation, after 
which Mr. Hoffman and Mr. Flurchiem re- 
turned to their homes to devote themselves 
to making this new organization a success. 
But during all the trouble between the two 
parties the ditch was much neglected. A

My object in writing these recipes is 
give an idea of cooking as it is done in 
well-to-do French family, which, however, 
has no chef, but a good woman cook or 


good butcher’s shop, where the quality or 


the meat is not to de questioned. The 
family of the workingman will be served 
from the same animal, but from a lass 
choice portion. Nevertheless, the prepara- 
thon of the steak will be the same, and 
the wife of the workingman will cook her 
piece of round as carefully as the cook of 
the bourgeois. What is true of beef ap- 
plies to all the table provisions. French 
people can much better do without chicken 
than have it of inferior quality. In this 
they show good sense. 
A CHEERY KITCHEN. 

About the kitchen there is little to say, 
‘except that it must contain the necessary 
articles, without which success in cooking 
becomes doubtful. It is needless to re- 
mark that, above all, cleanliness should 
reign there. French people believe in 
fresh air for their pots and pans, instead 
of shutting them up in closets as is done 
here; they are either hung on the walls 
or kept on shelves, partly uncovered. They 
ere the natural ornaments of a kitchen, 
and when kept scrupulously bright and 
clean, as they should, anyway, they give 
a pretty, cheerful, comfortable look to the 
room. 


A THREE DAYS’ SOUP. 
My first recipe will be for that national 
French dish, pot-au-feu, called also boull- 
lon or consomme. It is good, nourishing 
and economical.. For a family of three per- 
sons the following proportions will give 
Soup for three days. It is important to 
have a thick iron pot, tinned inside, with 
a tight-fitting oover; this pot should not 
be used for anything else. Select a piece 
of meat which will not cook dry. Lean plate 
1s very good, the meat is tender and juicy, 

4 makes good bouillon, especially if you 
add to it a piece of the lower round and 
juicy bone (not a marrow bone,) which 
gives only fat and no flavor. For soup the 
meat used should always be freshly killed, 
as the question of tenderness has nothing 
to do with boiled beef, which becomes ten- 

Ger anyway when cooked long enough, 

and which, when fresh, has much more fla- 
vor and juice. - 


RBCIPE FOR POT-AU-FEU. 
Two pounds of beef, plate. 
One pound beef, lower round. 


Two turnips, medium size. 5 
A little celery and parsiey. 
One onion. 
Five cloves. 
mall teaspoon Parisian essence.

The carrots should be scraped and cut in 
two or four pieces according to their size; 
the same with the turnips. The leeks are 
cut in two, and a small bundle is made 
tot the white part, the green is tied with 

the parsley and celery. All the vegetables 
whould be carefully washed, especially 
leeks which always have sand inside the 
leaves. The cloves are set in the onion.

BOILING AND SKIMMING. 

Put the meat in the pot with one quart 
of cold water to each pound of meat. The 
first. should not be too hot as the soup 
must simmer slowly, not boil away in 
Steam. skimming is very important; 

if-neglected, the skim sinks to the bottom. 

It should be carefully removed as it rises 
to the surface before the boiling begius. 
In that manner only will the bouillon be 
clear and bright instead of thick and 


soup resume its boiling; set on the back 
of the stove well covered, and allow it to 
eimmer for six hours at least. Five min- 
utes before serving put in the essence 
(this essence colora the bouillon,) cover the 
bottom of the tureen with well-browned 
bread cut as big as dice; three or four 
pieces for each person. Strain one-third 
of the boiling bouillon over the bread, and 
serve with the carrots, turnips and the 
white part of the leeks (untied) on a

EASTER ISLAND.

Far away in the Pacific Ocean lies a

A SILVER SYMPOSIUM. 


In other columns of The Times this 
morning are presented the views of 
several prominent men on the silver 
question. The views presented are 
from differing standpoints, and are of 
especial interest at this time when 
the question as to the status of silver 
as a money metal is assuming world- 
wide importance. 

While the contributors to the “sym- 
posium” express widely divergent 
views, they are evidently unanimous 
in conceding the great importance of 
the silver question, and the pressing 
necessity for its solution as soon as 
possibke. Bimetallism in some form 
is recognized by all as desirable, and 
even essential. The paramount ques- 


tion is as to how the desired condl- 


tions can be brought about. 

The Times is of opinion that the 
full and proper recognition of silver 

be accomplished only through in- 

rational agreement. Such agree- 
ment need not necessarily include all 
the great commercial nations, . but 
must include nearly all. As Senator 
Jones points out, when England aban- 
doned silver, in 1816, her action did 
not affect silver disastrously. On the 
contrary, its position relative to gold 
was maintained until, in 1873, Ger- 
many demonetized silver. This action, 
which was followed by similar action 
in other European countries, virtually 
forced a change on the part of the 
United States in its attitude toward 
the white metal. This nation could 
no more maintain the status of silver 
in the face of the adverse action of 
Germany and the socalled Latin Un- 
ion, than it can now restore silver to 
its old-time position without the co- 
operation of other great nations It 
is idle to assume that we can perform 
a financial miracle of this kind. 
Bimetallism— the free use of both 
gold and silver as money—is necessary 
to the highest prosperity of this coun- 
try. International agreement is the 
key to the situation. 
there is a fair prospect that the com- 
ing bimetallic conference will result 
in some practical understanding by 
proper place in the financial and com- 
mercial world. A sound currency is 
essential to sound commercial methods 
and substantial prosperity. But there 
is an irreconcilable difference between 
sound financial methods and wildcat 
banks, wildcat systems and wildcat 
statesmen. The latter must be rele 


tial progress can be made toward the 
establishment of our currency upon a 
stable and sound basis. 


AMERICAN TINPLATE. 


The Welsh tinplate manufacturers 
are greatly exercised at the falling off 
in their business, due to the decrease 
of imports caused by the building up 
of American tinplate mills. It will be 
distinctly remembered that free-trade 
theorists and Democratic politicians 
in this country declared unanimously, 
upon the passage of the McKinley 
act, that tinplate could not be mamu- 
factured in this country, and that the 
McKinley act would have no other 
effect than to increase the price of tin- 
plate. The McKinley act created the 
industry in this country which now 
bids fair to drive out foreign tinplate 
altogether. It created the industry 
without raising prices, in the face of 
violent opposition and continued jeers 
from Demo-free-trade sources. The 
Welshmen take a very serious view of 
the matter, as is evidenced by the fo:- 
towing extract from the Iron Trade 
Circular, a British publication: 

“There is no improvement in the tin- 
plate trade and great distress exists 
throughout South Wales. A corre 
spondent, writing to one of the Welsh 
daily papers, says: Factory after 
factory is closed, and the reasons are 
not far to seek. American consump- 
tiom has fallen off by about one-third 
of its normal quantity, and not only 


without. the Welsh product. 
It is no good looking to the States for 
all our support; we must have more 
strings to the bow. The United States 
now have laid the foundations for a 
tinplate industry of. their own. It is 
true that it is only yet in its infancy. 
but there is little doubt that it will 
grow. until ultimately they will be 
able to supply their own demands, if 
not be able to go into open market.“

THE DUTY ON ORANGES. 


A correspondent desires to be in- 
formed as to the difference in the duty 
on oranges under the McKinley act 
and under the present tariff. The 
clauses of the two acts relative to 
oranges, lemons and limes are so dif- 
ferent in wording that the best way 
to answer the question is to quote 
them both. Clause 301 of the McKin- 
ley law reads as follows: 

301. Oranges, lemons and limes, in 
packages of capacity of 1% cubic feet 
or less, (1) 13 cents per package; in 
packages of capacity exceeding 1 
cubic feet, and not exceeding 2% cubic 
feet, (2) 25 cents per package; in 
packages of capacity exceeding 2% 
cubic feet and not exceeding 5 cubic 
feet, 50 cents per package; in pack- 
ages oft capacity exceeding 5 cubic 
feet, for every additional cubic foot 
or fractional part thereof, (3) 10 cents; 
in bulk, (4) 51.80 per ; and, 
in addition thereto, a duty of 30 per 
cent. ad valorem upon the boxes or 
barrels containing such oranges, lem- 
ons, or limes.” 

The corresponding clause of the 
present tariff reads as follows: 

“216. Oranges, lemons and limes, in 
packages, at the rate of 8 cents per 
cubic foot of capacity; in bulk $1.50 
per 1000; and, in addition thereto, a 
duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem upon 
the boxes or barrels containing such 
oranges, lemons, or limes: Provided, 
that the thin-wood, so-called, compris- 
ing the sides, tops and bottoms of 
orange and lemon boxes of the growth 
and manufacture of the United States, 
exported as orange and lemon dbox 
shooks, may be reimported in com- 

ferm, filled with oranges and 
mons, by the payment of duty at 
one-half the rate imposed on similar 
boxes of entirely foreign growth and 
manufacture.” 

The correspondent can figure out 
for himself (i be is a good arithme- 
tician) the difference, which is consid- 
erable, between the two rates of duty.

Design is a matter of fixed rule. 
Color is a matter of taste and fancy.

A DAY NURSERY. 


USEFUL INSTITUTION OPENED 
BY THE KING’S DAUGHTERS. 


Where Working Women Can Leave 
Their Babies in Good Hands—It 
Will not be Run as a 
Charity. 


The Day Nursery Circle of King’s 
Daughters has succeeded in establishing 
a day nursery at the corner of Vignes 
and Lazard streets, which will be opened 
on the 8th. This excellent plan opens 
a place where hard-working mothers can 
leave their children in charge of a well 
qualified matron, who will see that they 
are judiciously and tenderly cared for 
while the mothers are at work. This 
plan, although experimental in Los An- 
geles, has been highly successful in many 
cities, and is entered upon with the ob- 
ject of helping women to help themselves. 

It is hoped by the good people who have 
established this much-needed charity that 
mothers who have been prevented by the 
care of little ones from earning a living 
for themselves and their children, will 
freely avail themselves of the benefits of 
this infant shelter.“ 

As it is not the intention of the society 
to pauperize the people it is trying to help, 
the nominal sum of 10 cents a day will 
be asked of mothers who are able to pay 
for the care of their babies, to cover 
the expense of bread and milk. 

Of course, only the women who go out 
to work will ordinarily avail themselves 


of the day nursery, but in cases of sick-. 


ness an unfortunate mother will never 
look in vain to the Daughters of the King 
for a reflection of that divine love which 
said: ‘Suffer little ones to come unto me.“ 

The kindly wearers of the silver cross 
have a knowedge of the great need of 
this charity which they have undertaken 
through their own acquaintance with the 
hard and sorrowful side of this rich and 
beautiful city of ours. The little silver 
badge is often the “open sesame” into 
homes where misfortune and death have 
brought the darkest poverty, and where 
heart-broken mothers have cried out for 
aid to help themselves and their little 
children, and this appeal has resulted in 
the establishment of a home where women 
may safely trust their babies while they 
go out to work for them.

IMMIGRANT GIRLS. 


What is Done to Protect and Help 
Friendless Foreign Women. 


As a proof that the greatest dangers are 
oftenest hazarded through ignorance, and 
that the cheerful bravery of women is 
equal to that of men, visit, any day, Ellis 
Island, in New York Harbor, and watch 
the landing of a bargeload of immigrants 


just off an English, German or Scandina- 
vian steamer. 


In the great, struggling crowd of em- 
bryo citizens that pass in searching re- 
view before the vigilant inspectors is sure 
to be counted a score or more of young, 
unmarried, unprotected, penniless women 
and girls, who have, in serene confidence, 
crossed a very broad sea in search of a 
future and employment. In addition to 
\their other disabilities, they ere absolutely 
ignorant of the language, laws, customs 
and currency of America. 
In the good old days, when Castle Gar- 
den was a broad, open gate to the New 
World, there was something more than of 
problematic interest in the position of 
these lonely immigrant girls, it was 86 
often pathetic and tragical. That has 
been for the detter,.and-the soll- 
tary peasant woman who arrives, not only 
at Ellis Island, but at any of the immi- 
grant stations in Boston, Philadelphia or 
New Orleans, finds self-constituted friends 
on the lookout, not only to welcome, but 
to offer her practical assistance, a good, 
temporary home, should she need it, and 
safe delivery to her friends or relatives, 
if she can claim any in the States. In 
New York this excellent order of things 
is due to the societies that call them- 
selves “immigrant missions." 
The system by which they are received 
and cared for is simple enough, and aided 
in its workings by the government offi- 
cials. Every time the dig gong above 
the wharf doors announces that a fresh 
bargeload of immigrants has arrived and

State Horticultural Society. 

(California Fruit-grower:) No meeting 
of the State Horticultural Society was held 
at the regular time in February, owing to 
its being a legal holiday. The meeting 
was therefore postponed one week, and was 
held at the usual place on Friday, March 1. 
John Isaac acted as secretary in the ab- 
sence of Prof. Wickson. The attendance 
was not large, but the interest was com- 


mendabdle. 

Prof. Allen’s experience with retail gro- 
cers in San Francisco was the principal 
feature of the meeting. The professor’s 
statements were to the effect that our Sin 
Francisco retail grocers habitually sell Cal- 
jifornia prunes under the name of French 
prunes, and as an imported article, charg- 
ing 18 to 26 cents per pound for them. 
When the were asked to show 
him some California prunes, & sample of 
very interior fruit was presented, which 
was the only kind they would admit was 
not imported. 

The professor believed such a course dis- 
honest and reprehensible, and if he is 
correct in this view he will find few to 
differ from him in his estimate of such a 
transaction. 0 


J. L. Mosher, who had just returned from 
an ertended tour through the Eastern 
States, gave an account of his experience 
in advocating California dried fruits there. 
He found very fair California prunes sold 
at 15 cents a pound in some of the de- 
partment stores, and from that down to 10 
cents for inferior grades, but over a very 
large area of his travels in the North west- 
ern States California fruit is an unknown 
quantity. All the French prunes he found 
were packed in fancy boxes or jars, and 
were sold at fancy prices. As a means of

The Question Handled in 
Symposium Style. 


Views of Distinguished Authorities 
on Some Legislation that 
is Needed. 


—- 


Opinions from Five Distinctive 
Standpoints—The American 
Bimetallic Party” and 
its Platform. 


The silver question has been launched 
as the leading political issue by “The 
American Bimetailic party,” which was 
born in Washington, D. C., on March 5, 
1895. On that date, from the Capitol City 
it issued an address to the American peo- 
ple, setting forth in strong terms, and de- 
claring its principles to be based upon 

three propositions. First, opposition 
single gold standard; second, the 
power to control and regulate a paper 
currency is inseparable from the power to 
coin money; third, opposition to the issuc 
of interest-bearing bonds and a demand for 
the payment of all coin obligations of the 
United States jn either goid or silver 
Goins, at the option of the government, 
mot of the creditor. 

The address and platform were signed 
ty the members of the Executive Com- 
appolt ted by the Bimetallie Con- 
ference, called zo meet at Washington on 
February 22, 1896, among them: A. J. War- 
ner, president American Bimetallic League, 
chairman; Senators John P. Jones and 
William M. Stewart of Nevada (Pop.) and 
Representatives John L. McLaurin of Sn th 
Carolina, the first and last named gentle- 
mén being Democrats. Newspaper reports 
dave also identified Senators Teller and 
Wolcott of Colorado, Senator J. Donald 
Cameron of Pennsylvania (Reps.) and ex- 
Congressmen Bland and Sibley with the 
movement. 

The new party has nominated ex-Repre- 
sentative Joseph C. Sibley of Pennsylvania 
for the Presidency, but no ine has been 
put forward as his running mate. While 
Mr. Sibley has ten‘atively accepted (the 
hefor which his silver colleagues have 
thrust upon him, personally he favors the 
nomination of Senator Cameron. 

But while it is not the Intention here 
to speculate upon the future of the Amer- 
ican Dimetallte party, which hopes to draw 
ite membership from all of the old par- 
ties, yet it may be stated with almost ab- 
Solute certainty that should the question 
Hot be satisfactorily settled by the Fifty- 
fourth Congress, the issue it has created 
will be of co-ordinate importance with 
the protective tariff question, which the 
Republican party will again put forward 
as the issue of supreme importance to the 
work:ng and the manufacturing people. 
At all times the views and opinions of 
public men are interesting and instructive, 
but particularly at present are the finan- 
cal ideas of our men of political or busi- 
hess leadership important to be known.

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) 1895. 
I cannot now give more than ea brief 
outline of my views upon the subject 
which you present. In involves interests 
of all men in all parts of the country. 
It touches every depaitment of industry 
and trade, and affects deeply the interests 
of the whole human family. 
In the first place, I think our chief diff- 
culty comes from our not understanding 
the true fuuctions of money. We are 
directing our efforts toward accommodat- 
‘ng modern conditions to a system of 
money which has descended to us from 
the money-changers of the earliest times. 
We are trying to accomplish an impos- 
sibility. We are trying to conduct the 
business of a great nation, with mmeasur- 
able resources, upon the value of $100,- 
000,000 worth of gold. 
It was said by a royal commission in 
England eighty-five years ago, truthfully, 
that the gold in the world ts insuffi- 
cient for the exchanges of the world; 
the level of prices will rise and fall as the 
quantity of gold increases or is diminished. 
The quantity of that metal is now di- 
minishing relatively from year to year, 
amd hence, the increased demand for it 
appreciates its value. The level of prices, 
therefore, is continually falling. 
From my point of view; our monetary 
system is radically defective, and it 
must be changed to one that is reason- 
able and cons'stent with existing condi- 
tions. We must have more money and a 
great deal more. Inaemuch as our people 
have deen taught that the precious metals 
are better for money purposes than any 
other material, it is better to use them as 
far as they will go in furnish'ng the neces- 
sary supply. I would, therefore, advise 
the 


and at the present, or a less ratio, for I 

care nothing about the ratio. The differ- 

ence between the amount furnished in this 

and the amount which is needed, 

should be supplied with paper. 

I do not believe that we will have a per- 

fect system of finance until we reach the 

conclusion that the material out of which 

money coins is made ought to be of 

Nttle marketable value of itself, so that 

as much of it as would be 

so small value as to be practically noth- 
ing. The object in using a cheap material 
for money is io prevent its being cornered 
by speculators. One of the difficulties in 
our present situation is trading in the 
material out of which we make our metal- 
lle coins. This gives the speculator al- 
ways a leverage on the business of the 
country. 

The masses of the people deal in prod- 
uce of one kind or another, and it is pro- 
duced from the soil, from the mines or the 
factories. The men who deal in money are 
very few, and they are the trading classes. 
They deal in money as other deat 
in other property. This ought not to be 
permitted. Money should be exclusively 
for the use of the people in making their 
exchanges with one another. It ought to 
contain within itself no value. It ought 
to be made simply to represent value, then 
we. would have no cornering in the money 
market. 

To sum up, then, I would first increase 
the volume of. money to as great an ex- 
tent as the business of the people re- 
quire it, and would begin the work by coin- 
ing silver and gold, supplementing the 
metals with paper. Then I would reduce 
the rates of interest so that dorrowers 
could afford to use as much money as is 
required in the conduct of their business. 
Knowing that private individuals would not 
be willing to loan their money at lower 
rates of interest than they are getting now, 
or, at least, but very ttle lower, I would 
have the government take charge of the 
financial affairs of the country, and through 
government agencies supply the people 
with money at cost—superseding banks of 
issue.

Views of Hon. J. K. Jones. 
UNITED ATES SENATE |

I inclose a statement of my views of 
the questions involved in the repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
law, which expressed my views then and 
expresses them now upon the chief finan- 
cial difficulties dy ich we are sur- 
rounded. The leading points are, I think, 
put in as succinct a way as it is possible 
for me to put them. 

When silver 
our coinage laws, in 1873, there can be no 
pretense that it was done because of the 
low price of silver bullion. The bullion 
in the dollar at that-time was worth more 
than a dollar.

This only shows 
the real reason for the attack is t 
found in something else, and that some- 
thing else is the interest certain wealthy 
classes have in lessening the volume of 
money, thereby to increase the value and 
purchasing power of the remainder. That 
such has been the effect no well-informed 
man can deny. 

Cotton, the great crop upon 
people depend absolutely for what- 
ever of prosperity they have, the crop 
which settles vastly more of European 
balances than gold, has declined in price 
from 20.1 cents per pound in 1873 to about 
6 cents. It is estimated by Sonator 
Vance that this decline entailed a foss on 
cotton products of $1,410,000,000 up to 
1890, and has been proportionately heavier 
since. 

Wheat, the other great market crop 
the country, and that upon which the 
prosperity of the great Northwest depends, 
does not sell today for one-half, or, I am 
not sure I might not safely say, one-third 
of what it brought then. This is said to 
have resulted in the loss of $1,700,000,000 
to wheat-growers up to 1890. This enor- 
mous decrease runs through all prices of 
real as well as personal property. Money 
is said to be a measure of value, and a 
measure of value ought certainly to have 
stability of value. A fluctuating standard 
is an abomination and a disgrace. The 


a perfect and a just weight, a p.rfect and 
just measure shalt thou have.“ 

I heartily join in the demand for an 
“honest dollar,“ a dollar that is steady in 
value; a dollar which honestly keeps a 
record of obligations over long periods of 
time; a dollar which does not rob the 
creditor, but which returns to him at the 
end of the contract all that he parted with 
at the beginning, and at the same time a 
dollar which does not rob the debtor, and 
which takes from him only so much of 
his effort, of his labor, as was contracted 
for in the beginning. 

Gold alone does not furnish such a dol-

While he characterizod the conduct of 
Great Britain as an “impacial blunder.“ 
he admitted that + accompiish3d io harm 
until “equipped with the ransom paid luto 
the imperial treasury by a rich but van- 
quished power, the states‘nen of Germany 
determined. at cost, % possass her 
of the gold fetich.”” This union of those two 
great powers n an imperial blunder” 
made it for the first time effective and 
harmful 


I assume that every bimetallist will cor- 
dially agree that this action of Great 
Britain was a blun if not a crime. and 
so believing, it ‘s Ssyond my comprehen- 
sion how they wish to place the United 
States in the exact position she was with 
regard to this question in 1878, when, with- 
out the knowledge r consent of her peo- 
ple, who are supposad to be masters here, 
she became a party : this great dlun ler. 
An indignant and outraged people com- 
pelled a partial retracion of that ster in 
1878, but it was against the earnes: pro- 
tests of the bondholders and against the 
most vigorous. efforts. 

From that time to this the people have 
deen demanding full colaage M silver.’ On 
the other hand the “idle owners of idle 
cabital' have deen deman ling its d:tacve- 
tization. We are at this moment, in my 
opinion, engaged in a mal struggle to de- 
termine whether the peonle or (he »ivnder- 
ers will win.
